That is not all. 
T h e president of the road publicly announces his c o n ­ 


viction that his com pany ca n make m oney on that basis. 
H e says that the 


management will have to be intelligent and economical, but that if right­ 


ly handled the enterprise will be profitable. 


A peculiar thing about it is that a great many of the people of Detroit 


are opposed to granting the company so “ liberal” a franchise. 
T h e y want 


municipal ownership, and the franchise puts municipal ownership off for 


18 years, for that is the duration of the franchise. 
Municipal ownership is 


the ultimate goal of the. city of Detroit in its treatment of the street rail 


w ay problem, and this particular franchise contains a stipulation that at 


its expiration the city shall have an option on the street car system at the 


exact value of its P H Y S I C A L property. 


In La Crosse the people were recently told 
that 
it would ruin the 


street car company to sell six tickets for a quarter. 
This reasoning was 


based upon the alleged mathematical relation between the published earn­ 


ings of the company and the claimed value of its properties. 
In Detroit the 


people have learned to use salt on these 
statistical 
arguments, for 
they 


know that the public service companies are expert in the multiplication of 


the values of tangible propertiees and the minimizing of earning reports. 


But in Detroit the people have before them a great object lesson. 
Detroit 


has a municipal lighting plant that furnishes the C H E A P E S T steam man 


ufactured light and power in the world. 
N o wonder that, in Detroit, the 


people demand 3-cent fares and are shaping things for the municipal o w n ­ 


ership of all public utilities
